refu sed becau se it was not signed u p 
properly and in its form only tw o of 
th e m en w ere m akers of th e note and 
th e rest su reties. 
N ot h av ing any additional fu nds a t 
its disposal, th e bank, like alm ost any 
oth er bank, was forced to tem porarily 
close it doors.

ou t th at th e force engaged at Vanfan- 
gow m u st recu perate for sev eral day s, 
and it is ex pected th at th e figh t, will 
m aterially retard th e siege operations 
against Port Arth u r, 
Th e sole regret ex pressed h ere is 
th at General Stakelberg did not draw 
th e Japanese fu rth er north before al­ 
lowing th em to engage h im, bu t ex ­ 
perts h ere su spect th at local condi­ 
tions necessitated th e figh t at Vafan­ 
gow. 
General Stakelberg is praised for th e 
skillfu l h andling of h is men in th e 
field. 
He and h is old war comrade, 
General K u ropatkin, fou gh t side by 
•1de in T u rkestan, and h e insisted on 
again taking th e field, alth ou gh alm ost 
an inv alid.

work of bringing the wreck to the sur­ 
face. Later, however, a conference be­ 
tween the m arine insurance companies 
and the wreck ing company ended in a 
disagreement, with the result that for 
the present at least the m atter is in 
abeyance. 
At this conference it was announced

Knick erbock er 
Steamboat 
company, 
which 
owns the General 
Slocum, had resigned all claim to the 
boat on the agreem ent that It should 
receive $70,000, the amount for which

the boat was insured. 
The insurance 
companies and t£ e wreck ing company 
failed to agree on terms, and If the 
boat is raised at all the cost probably 
will come out of tha city treasury. 
Secretary Cortelyou of the depart­ 
m ent of commerce and labor will per­ 
sonally undertak e 
the investigation 
into the disaster on behalf of the gov­ 
ernm ent; District Attorney Jerom e's 
assistants are work ing energetically on 
the case, and the officials of the coro­ 
ner's office have made considerable 
progress in the way of gathering evi­ 
dence which will be presented on Mon­ 
day, when the coroner's inquiry will 
begin. 
There is in the coroner's possession 
a stand-pipe tak en at his direction by 
a diver from the submerged wreck . 
The valve of the pipe !s closed tight, 
showing that no use was made of this 
pipe in fighting the flames on the 91o- 
cum. 
Statem ents were made to the coro­ 
ner by several of the steamboat em 
ploy es who will appear as witnesses 
at the inquest, that the captain of the 
Slocum sailed his boat 
a distance of

than half aa ho ur had elapsed from the 
breaking o ut o f the fire until the boat 
was run asho re, all the watches whLh 
were taken from bodies of the drowned 
•to pping between 10:10 and 10:20 in 
the mo rning. 
Estim ates as to the number of dead 
•till vary greatly, and this may be ac­ 
counted for by the reason of the fail­ 
ure to report to the proper authori­ 
ties on the part of many who, although 
officially registered as missing, were 
tn reality saved. 
Already 559 bodies have been recov­ 
ered, of which about fifty remain un­ 
identified. These include 273 children 
268 women and 23 men. 
Thirteen offi 
eers of 
the S t Mark s church ars 
among the dead, one of them being a 
woman. 
The first funeral from among the 
victims was held yesterday; it was 
that of a young girl who is believed to 
hav e died of heart disease from fright 
No sign of death from burning or 
drowning was found. Her funeral was 
followed by a score of others which 
were attended by thousands of persons 
from the east side community where 
most of the dead had lived. 
Today 
there will be 300 or more funerals, and 
thirty-two unrecognizable bodies which 
are now lying at the morgue, will be 
piaced each in a separate coffin and in 
a separate hearse and laid away in the 
Lutheran cem etery at Middlevillage, 
L. I. 
The city has arranged for their 
burial, a plot large enough for the in­ 
term ent of 250 bodies having been set 
aside in this cemetery.
